The majority of the approximately 
50,000 people bitten by rats annually 
are children. “Kids who go to bed after 
they’ve been fed often have traces of 
food on them,” Sullivan says. “Rats 
go after the food left on their hands 
or mouths, usually their mouths.”

In the past century, rat-transmitted dis- 
eases have killed more than 10 million 
people. They spread tularemia, trichi- 
nosis, leptospirosis and plague. “Plague 
is the rat’s defining success,” Sullivan 
says. “Twenty-five million people died 
in Europe between 1347 and 1352.” 


“There’s a lot of ass biting in the rat 
community,” Sullivan says. “A rat 
shows displeasure with another rat 
by biting its ass. Everybody gets the 
message after that—if you bite 
another rat’s ass repeatedly, you've 
got a dead rat on your hands.” 


After getting kicked out of their nests 
by more aggressive males, exiled 
man-rats join all-guy colonies and 
have sex with other males. Not to be 
outdone in the kinky stakes, straight 
male rats will happily copulate with 
the rotting carcasses of dead females. 


Rats’ teeth are as hard as steel and 
can exert a biting pressure of 7,000 
pounds per square inch. “Their teeth 
grow quickly,” Sullivan notes. “Their 
incisors wear down naturally, but they 
grow five inches each year. We should 
be happy that rats keep gnawing” 
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Male rats can impregnate 20 females 
in six hours. The female's gestation 
period is 21 days, and litters average 
eight to 10 pups. Females can become 
pregnant straight after giving birth. 
That’s bad news for us: A rat couple 
can have 15,000 descendants in a year. 


In New York saloons in the 1840s, 
watching dogs kill rats in an oval pit 
was a good time. The world record? 
Jocko the Wonder Dog butchered 100 
rats in five minutes, 28 seconds. “It 
was after rat fighting died down that 
baseball took off,” Sullivan says. (SB)

There they 
would sneak into games by standing 
on the toilets in the bathroom stalls 
in between double- and triple- 
headers. Everybody had a team in 
the Big Five and St. Joe’s was his. 

Martelli always said he’d coach 
there someday, even when he 
coached high school and had a 
scheme to make enough money 
on the side to explore an assistant’s 
job that barely paid. “I'll own a bar,” 
he recalls thinking. “So I mortgaged 
the house and partnered with a 
buddy who had no money and we 
called it Coach’s Corner.” 

Martelli bartended that Monday 
night in 1985 when underdog 
Villanova shot down Patrick Ewing's 
Georgetown squad. “I handed 
out free hotdogs, I think,” 

Martelli says. “When 
they won, all the

and drove to Nova’s campus. I 
remember how big it was. I 
remember I was in college when the 
Flyers won the Stanley Cup and we 
drove to the airport to meet the 
team dressed as hockey players to 
get in the newspaper.

“Basketball is our life,” Martelli’s 
wife, Judy, explained the previous 
morning while waiting for her 
husband to drive to the local Italian 
restaurant that hosts Martelli’s

how we met.” Also waiting was 
Martelli’s 17-year-old daughter, 
Elizabeth, who's miserable because 
her foot has ligament damage and 
she can’t play. They are a basketball 
family, with two older sons, Jimmy, 
21, and Phil Jr., 22, who's at Central 
Connecticut State as a senior staff 
supervisor, the first paid due in 
learning how to coach. “He loves 
this,” says Judy, who was a player 
in college and a women’s coach.
